All the students of FTII thank you for the support you have extended to our protest. We are holding our 
ground firm and stand unmoved by the spirit of FTII. 


Weare happy to inform you that various student bodies across the nation are also expressing their 
solidarity with our cause. Today SRFTII has called for a day long bandh in their campus. Tomorrow 
students from various universities in Delhi will be holding protest on our behalf, in front of the 1&B 
ministry. 


We have also garnered much media exposure and eminent people like Mr Anand Patwardhan , Mr 
Yogendra Yadav have visited the campus and empathized with our cause. However, we are aware that 
many of our responses are either being misrepresented or misquoted on many social platforms. We are 
accused of being left wing snobs, artistic wastrels and anti-nationalists. 


To steer clear of these accusations, we are keeping our agenda simple and straight. We are trying to 
create an uproar across all sections urging them to voice their opinions against this malicious campaign 
questioning the sanctity of our protest. Our intention is to raise relevant questions like the ad-hoc, 
irresponsible selection and nominations being made by the government to the FTII society, Governing 
Council and the Academic Council.
